The selection of seed, the preparation 
and sterilization of the seed-bed to kill out \recd seeds, rotation of the crops, 
etc, are so many operations which the scientific tobacco planter has to attend 
to, even before the tobacco pbnt leaves the hot-bed. 

Early in June, the plants aie ready to be transfercd to the field.. A speciat 
machine, shown above, operaued by two men, seated tow dotvn, makes holes in each 
hillock, places therein the delicate plants, presses earth gently round the roots, waters 
them and banks earth around them better and quicker than If done by human hands. 

The young plant, planted in itcrilized aoil, consbtins'of the most unctuoui native 
earth, enriched with hard-wood aahes and othtr fertilizers, is now ready for ill second 
growth and dc\ eIopmcnt. All planters in the Province do not follow this scientific system 
of culture, but those who do arc well repaid for their trouble, as most of their output II 
bought by us at a pn-raium end goes in the manufacture of

Because tliey do not conform with 
an article of the constitution of the 
Atlilctic Association, which prohibits 
partial «tudcnts not taking two or 
more courses of study from mem- 
bershlp, the .\thletlc Association, at 
a meeting held in the Union last 
evening, was forced .to ban "Slg" 
Slater ami "Minnie" .\Ingee, eandl 
('ates for this year's senior hockey 
seven, from partl<'ipatlon in I'liiver- 
sily athletics this season. 

The action of the Athletic Asso- 
liation was taken under section 1 ot 
article III of the constitution, which 
states that "the members shall con- 
sist ot Undergradnatos and Post 
Graduates of this University. It shall 
also consist of members of its affil- 
iated Theological Colleges and of all 
bona fide partial students taking two 
Of more courses of lectures in any 
Faculty of the University provid- 
ed they shall hove paid their univer- 
sal or annual athletic fee." 

Slater and Magee, who were last 
jt-ar members of the Victoria team 
in the ("ily League, have been anxious 
to pl.-'y with Mcdlll since early in 
,th« present Hcssion. Some days ag-i 
they registered as partial students In 
the Department ot Commence, at the 
same time paying their athletics tee. 
They have been turning out to prac- 
tice with the senior hockey squad, 
<-ind havo shown form wlilcli practic- 
ally assured them a place on the sen- 
te r line-up. '

DANCING. 

; The following articlp appeared in tlie Daily IlUui, the newspaper 
\Hlbli^lu•^l liy tlif >.tiiil<ni>. of the I'liiversity of llUhois, uiuicr tin- 
geueral heailiiiy ■ The .Sunday 8 O'eioek," a eoliuun eomlueted l»y 
Thomas A. Clarke. The aptness of the article at the present time i.s 
©ur reason for (|iioting it : 

"Uo.you hflieve in ilaneing?" a licsiiinaii asked nie. 
"That depends," 1 replied. Danciiii; has never seemed to ine 
jli moral or an oeoiioinie (lUi stion. lint liilln'r a Mn ial mie. When the 
I ordinary self ^e^|n•^•tin^,' indiviilnal is hard up lie does not organize 
a dance or a pra.M r meeting, and eharge one dollar and a «piai ter 
admission to get himself funds. If one desires a hard physii al woi k- 
out or to get up a good sweat, the saek rush or a game of fontltall. or 
the eross eoiintry run. is hetter designed to aeuomplish siu-li a piir- 
• pose. 

1 believe in daiii'iiip as a means of s(»eial traininsr. it >lu)uld 
help one to develop sotial n'latioiiships ami soeial finesse; it siiould 
familiarize one with social form and soeial eonventions. It should 
lielp one to lianisli a\vk\val■dlu'^s and seir-consi'ionsni'>s and j:ivt' one 
self-confiilenee ami ease in eontrolling his hands and feet and in 
meeting people of all ages and of all temperaments. It is a cosmo- 
politan pli'M-^ure. if one will make it so. 

The fellow who pervades the reeeption line and who almost he- 
fore he has passed the ticket taker seizes his partner and backs her 
vigorously about the room tliiiiu<rli twenty-four ilanees has no con- 
ception of the social po.ssibilities of the dance; he .should enter the 
ilMarathon. 

One sees all sorts of jieopb' as he slamls with the cliaiieroiirs 
bhiveriug and isoiateil in the corner, all sorts of steps, all sorts of 
manners. One gets the cold turn-down or the hearty, warm hand- 
shake. Some men aro iinronxriitioiiiil liecaiisc they know no better, 
or perhaps they take a girl who is indifferent to social form or ig- 
norant of it. Some men are thoughtless or careless; some feel that 
llieir soeial I'osition is so assiu'ed a^ to cveiisc tlieni from all conven- 
tionalities; some have not been taught at home; others feel that when 
they have paid a dollar to go to a dance all the social conventionali- 
ties have been atteudc-d to. 

It i.s interesting to observe. the various ways in which dancers 
rvade or ignore social conventions. At the dance last night a "bro- 
ilicr" caught my eye as he was fox-trotting pa.st; he waved his hand 
in a friendly way ns one might sipiial to an ac(|iiaintance on the sta- 
tion platform from n swiftly moving express train, lie showed me 
)io further attention dminu' the evening. Some of the John and 
l)aniel sliii't notables loolinl ai us eufionsly as they wifi-wayi^ded 
by, as if tiny were wondcrin;,' how those "old things" got in and 
what they were stamlinpt there for. Occasionally a innn in his pro- 
gress woniij |.nll over toward tlie reception line with tin- intention 
of coming' lip to speak, but the girl would hang back ami utter a 
^.•ord of dissent, and he yielded to her wishes. The most of them who 
did not speak eliiiiir lo the fai'tlicr side of tlie ball and danced with 
each other all evening, with the feeling, periiaiis, that if they were 
out of sight they were out of mind. 

One couple. t.\|iicai of a class, perhaps, especially nttrncted me. 
They ilanced cleverly, i hytliiuically, correctly, with evident enjoy, 
ment of the exereisc. They were graceful and courteous to every- 
one. They eliatted with the eiiaiteroiies jileasanlly between dances; 
they greeted tlu-ir friends whom they met during the evening and 
exchanged dances with n ntimber of them. They seemed happy and 
the.V made me so. 

1 approve of dancing, the strengtli of my approval, of course, 
depending somewhat upon the dance and the dancers. I enjoy go- 
ing to a dnnie. for. on the whole, those who attend our University 
ddnces are friendly ami courteous and convenional. They know what 
is expected of refined iieople and they do it.

Peo- 
ple who all their lives breathe the 
poisoned air of militarism are not 
likely lo he lirave and honourable. 
I'tir liovv call a man serve two iins- 
lers ■ Ilovv i an lie he loyiil lo Truth 
i'ml al lhi< s:inie time hi' ready to tell 
lies lor his colliilry's sake.' " 

I siippo.se my earnestness impressed 
tl.ciii. for at this iioiiit they broke In- 
to i'pplaiisp. Later on I'rof. HIaiik. 
the iioiiorary president <>( tlie ehib. 
ci'iiie over lu me. and congratulaled 
me. "Vour ideas are rather nar- 
row," said he, "but you spoke inter- 
CBtlngly." 

You mustn't criticize me too severe- 
ly. My 'generalization was certainly 
a iiasty one, and 1 expressed myself 
la a very blundering fashion. Vet 
there is In It a soul of truth. And 
one of the corrolarles is that "Jin- 
gees are not generally upright men." 
Take that prime ol sensalionaiist:*. 
Uoosevell. will! has reduced tim art 
of self adverlisenieiil almost lo an 
exact science. In 11111.', if i mistake 
not, he broke his promise never to 
he a candidate for president. I don't 
liiink tills was a VUKY ^honourable 
thing to do. 

On the whole Ihe finest, bravest 
n'en have sprung from unmilitaristic, 
and therefore unaggressive, nations, 
Hupposc, dear Phryne you discovered 
that you had the blood of Abrahani 
Lincoln running in your veins. It is 
safe to say that you would not bo 
ashamed of the fai^t.

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USE OF GAS AT THE FRONT. 
(Concluded.) 

From September on to about the 
' fud of March there was also provid- 
I c(l iin oxygen set for use of machine 
I Kunuers to be used lu case the gas 
was fimiid til be too strong for the 
)ii-l]iu>t to withstuiid. This apparatus 
cdiKsisii'd of a l yliiulor coutaiuing five 
I'tibic fi'i'l or' ox.vnoii compressed to 
I a pressurt; ot VM iitinovpheres; this 
conneiti'il with ii rubbt<r-ltnfil laii- 
vas bag fruiii which the air was 
breathed. The couuectlon from the 
mouth to the bag led through a can 
of about one quart capacity filled 
with caustic soda fused on coke frag- 
ments. The exhaled breath passed 
through this soda cartridge, where 
the carbon dioxide was removed and 
(he nitrogen hnd iiiiy unused oxygen i 
entoreil throtiKh ilni Iiuk where It ; 
mixod Willi the imrc oxygon from Ihii | 
rylliulpr iiinl was robrealhoJ through i 
the same channel. All breathing was ' 
dunt< by the iiumth. nose illiB Mue | 
provided to proveut air eiitcriiig by ; 
the nostrils. The eyes were protect- 
ed by separate goggles. The appara- 
tus was In fact a simplified -form of 
the Proto Salvus mine rescue sets 
which 'are in common use in the coal 
mines of England. It bad sufficient 
oxygen to supply a man for about an 
hour and was only to be itaed as a 
last resort. Fortunately these sets 
were never reqtilred. 

Hill allhouKli tilt' "I'" licliin'l would 
witlislaiid llic plloiiKene us it iduUI lie 
put across in the winter, it was not 
coiisidcreil siilficient to provide adc- 
(|iiulc sali'ty against the amounts | i 
wliidi might be used in summer. Af- 
ter investigation by some of the best 
chemists of England the additional 
protection was provided by adding to 
the chemicals a certain proportion of 
Hexamethylenetetrainlne or Hexa- 
mine. The helmet was then linown 
as a "PH" helmet. This was very 
satisfactory except for one thing; 
when expo.seil to Kas, the utuinouia of 
the liexamine wa.s used up and set 
free the fornialdi'liyde. Of course, 
fornialilehyde in the proportion en- 
(•(umlereii in this way Is not poison- 
ous, but it wcmUi liriiiK tears to the 
eyes after ten or fifteen minutes, and 
there was danger that men on smell- 
ing the formaldehyde would mistake 
it for gas and think the helmet was 
leaking. They might then try to 
change to a fresh helmet, and be 
gassed in doing so. If not able to keep 
quite cool and hold their breath dur- 
ing the change. Later on a small 
change was made in the construction 
whereby rubber sponges were put In- 
side llie eyepieces. lualiinB a Joint 
wliiiii prevented tlio foniiahlehydP 
reai liiiiK the eyi-s. and also furnished 
'• nroleclion iiKainsI tear shells. This 
fcirni, known as the 'I'lKl" ludmet. was 
in use up to October, when another 
I type enllroly iliffurent was introduc- 
ed, but it is best not to say an^^thing 
of this later one yet. 

None ot these respirators, with the 
exception of the PHQ, furnished much 
protection against tear shells. They 
would keep out sufficient of the Xylyl 
Bromide vapor to prevent any throat 
irritatlmi. but still enough penetrat- 
ed to affect the eyes. Trotfiction was 
given by close fitting goggles of im- 
pervious cotton lined with flannel, the 1 
wlnilows were of cellulose arotate. 
These were moderately good if not 
used too long, hill they could not be 
pill on while wearing the helmet In 
gas. If the helmet was put on ove! 
the goggles, protection was complete, 
but there was so much in front ot 
the eyes that gunners could set their 
ruses or see their sights only with 
dlfflrulty in daytime and practically 
not at all at night. 

Abmil March a special respirator 
was issued for machine gunners, ar- 
tillerymen Hlld signallers wliicli avidd- 
ed these difficulties. Tliis was known 
as the "Hox" or "Tower" respirator. 
It ronsisted essentially of a tin box 
containing the protective ( iiemh'ala 
and a breatlilng tube so arranged 
Willi valves that the Incoming breath 
(aiii'" through the box of chemicals, 
while the exhaled air went direct to 
the atmosphere. The face piece was 
a mask of many layers ot gauze wet 
with sine bexamlne and sodium sul- 
phite, and fitted only over the nose 
and under the chin with a nose clip 
and a nioiifh piece which led to the 
tube roniiectlon of the box. Just out 
.side this fai e piece or "snout" was a 
rublicr valvc similar to lluil on llie 
helnielK. which opened when the 
lireatli was exiialed. The reason for 
lllis Ulii'l of fa'i piece was tliat it was 
nece-^sary to allow for llie neressity 
<,f spcakini: or giving orders which 
< (luld not be done with anything that 
rilled the mouth too closely. The 
Joint of the mask with th« face could 
not be absolutely depended upon, so 
the mask was made to glT« some pro- 
tection In itself without being made 
impenrious: at the same time men 
were particularly warned to depend 
as far as possible only on the air ob- 
tained through the box. The box It 
yelf cfiMlaiiied three layers -one of 
soda llnii- and polassiuni permangan- 
ate, one of animal charcnal and the

■IS, writinB from Omsk, Siberia, to 
i tile liopartnipnt of Trado and Cora- 
' iiiorce ut Ottawa, urges t^anadian 
luanutai'turcrs of I'ann inivlrments 
I to pay I'lose allciition to tin- dcvdop- 
; ment of the market in western Si- 
; beria. "On the return to l oiulil ions 
ol' pea( e," In: writes, "all kinds of 
agricultural implements and machines 
will be required in large quantities, 
and the opportunity will be present- 
ed for Canadian firms desirous of 
becoming established in this market. 

New Land! Opened. 

"On the plains of western Siberia 
and in the foothills of the Altai 
.Mountains," continues the correspon- 
rtont. "there are large tracks of ex- 
ceptionally fertile land capable of 
aupportiug a population exceeding 
tliat of European Kiissia. At iho 
present time over 8,000,000 people ex- 
clusive of the population of the 
towns, are settled in this territory. 
New lands were constantly being 
opened up before the war for coloni- 
zation with emigrauts from European 
Russia. Thus, during the five years 
1909 to 1913 the area of new land 
parcelled out amounted to 7S,S.'S0 
square miles, and .'1.'>0,000 families, 
containing about two million people, 
were settled in Siberia. The comple- 
tion of the new railway programme 
already passed upon, and the opening 
up of new districts as a result there- 
of should bring about the resumption 
of nn even larger scale of the emi- 
gration to Siberia which has been in- 
terrupted by the war. This will mean 
an enlarged market for the various 
implements, and machines necessary 
for the prosecution of the agricultural 
operations. 

The Allotment of Land. 

"The emigration to Siberia from 
European Russia and the settling of 
the colonists on the land are under 
the regulation of tlie Government. A 
colonization bureau has been estab- 
lished for this purpose iu cunneclion 
with the Imperial Department of 
Agriculture. The majority of the 
settlers take up land in accordance 
with the communal principle to 
ivhich they have been accustomed in 
the mother country. The title remains 
in the Crown, but the peasants obtain 
what may be termed tlie eternal use 
of the land, in return for which they 
pay taxes. Exemption from taxation, 
however. Is granted for llie first five 
years of settlement. The usual scale 
of allotment is from 21.0 to 40.5 acres 
of land to each male member of the 
(.iinlly. The Government advances 
loans on easy terms to colonists in 
the more difficult districts, and in 
other directions does everything pos- 
sible to assist the newly arrived sett- 
ler. Depots have been established at 
various iioints for the sale of agricul- 
tural implements and machines to 
the poorer peasants on easy terms or 
payment. There are also experimen- 
tal stations for testing (arm machiu. 
cry and institutes for instruction in 
dairying and every effort is made to 
it trodtice improved methods of culti- 
vation. 

Cheap Màchfnery Used. 

"In addition to the above class of 
immigrants who are dependent on 
State assistance, there are those who 
come to Siberia and take up freehold 
tracts of land, whlcii they cultivate 
iu an up-to-date manner. These col- 
onists represent less than 20 per cent, 
of the total, ^nd are mostly of for- 
eign origin. New land for freehold 
farms is usually , allotted in parcels 
of from 07 to 136 acres of arable land 
to each family. Much of the land 
along the railway line and the banks 
ot the principal rivers Is held by Cos- 
sack communities, the original settlers 
of the country, and who are usually 
well-to-do. Altliougli tliere are farm- 
ers in Siberia who own as nnicli as 
3,000 acres or more of land, small 
holdings are the rule, and the num- 
ber of largo farms is strictly limited. 
The general use ot the more expen- 
sive types of farm machinery must 
therefore be a matter of slow growth. 
Want Improved Implements.

recognized that the Siberian peasants 
are more intdliKi iit ami progressive 
than those who remain in European 
lUissia. The official reports indicate 
that the economic position of the set- 
tlers in Siberia is considerably bet- 
ter than that of the Russian peasants. 
Il has been estimated that an ordin- 
ary Siberian's farm contains about 
IC'.tA acres of land, wliile in Euro- 
pean Uussiu the average is only 12.2 
acres. During the years 190(i-1909 
the average yield per acre in Siberia 
was 10 busliels of wheat, 10..'> bushels 
of rye and It! 4 bushels of oats, as 
compared villi the figures 7.S, 10.1 
and Id.." bushels, respectively, lor 
Furopcrtti Russia. liclorc leaving 
liOUif ihe ordinary settler has on au 
avorage 239 roubles or about $125, 
iu nic^ y or other property, whereas 
in Siberia the corresponding property 
may . be placed at 466 roubles, or 
about $235. The general level of pros- 
perity is therefore considerably high- 
er in Siberia, ana with the iniTeased 
opportunities of exportation result- 
ing from the ((instruction of more 
railways the eonilitions should be 
further iniproveil. 

Present Trade Conditions. 

"A large proportion of the less com- 
plicated machines and implements 
sold in western Siberia are manufac- 
tured in Russia. TIteso are supple- 
mented by imports from foreign 
countries. Tlie establishment of im- 
plement works in Russia was largely 
due to Dritish and (jertiian enterprise, 
tnd a flmirisliiiig industry has been 
developed williiii the last forty years. 
The majority of tlie factories are sii. 
uated In the south of Russia, the 
towns of Kharkov, Elisuvetgrad, lier- 
dlansk, Odessa, Alexandrovsk and 
Moscow being prominent in this con- 
nection. These Russian works pro- 
duce ploughs, broadcast seeders, seed 
ilrills, harrows, cultivators mowers, 
Russian hand-rake reapers and small 
thrashing machines. For complicat- 
ed agricultural machinery western Si- 
beria is liopendent chiefly upon im- 
ports from abroad. A well-known 
American liurvester corporation luis 
cstablislied works near Moscow, liiil ] 
this company continues to import the 
more complicated machines and parts 
from the United States. Harvesting J 
machinery Is also shipped to western 



Siberia from Canada, anà a good re- 
putation has been gained thereby for 
Canadian products. Power thrashing 
outfits have come mainly from Great 
Britain and Germany. Sweden has 
developed an extensive trade with 
western Siberia, in dairy equipment, 
and to a small extent in agricultural 
machines. 

Centre of Distribution. 

"Tlie most important centre in 
western Siberia for the distribution 
ot farm equipment is the city of 
Omsk, which is admirably situated at 
the point where the Trans-Siberian 
Itailway crosses the Irtish River. 
Water communication is available 
during the summer months for hun- 
dreds ot miles north and south of the 
railway linç. The town is surround- 
ed by a rich farming district in the 
centre of the Black Earth region of 
Sil)eria, the railway providing con- 
isection with points east and west. 
The value of the turnover of agricul- 
tt;ral implements at Omsk in a good 
year amounts to about 20,000,000 rou- 
bles, or approximately $10,000,000. 

Government Sales Depots, 

"Certain foreign implement nianii- 
lacturers have establisiied their own 
branches at Omsk from whence they 
(Ilstributo machines throughout the 
territory. The majority of the Rus- 
sian manufacturers have also branch- 
es at Omsk, which serve as their 
headquarters for western Siberia. In 
order to carry a full line of farm 
equipment these branch houses also 
frequently sell complicated machines 
of foreign manufacture. In addition 
tliere are several Independent whole- 
sale houses distributhig agricultural 
machinery, 

"Account should also he taken of 
the part played in the distribution 
ot agricultural implements' by the 
Imperial Colonization Bureau. In 
the year 1909 there were only 64 of 
these depots for the whole of Siberia. 
This figure had been increased by 
the year 1913 to 300, of which some 
L'20 depots were located in western 
SiliiTia. The total sales effected at 
Ihe depots In that year were valued 
at 7,r,oo,000 roubles, while the value 
ol the implements imported into Si- 
beria for the use of the depots 
omounted to 8,400,000 roubles."

the chest and connected with the face 
piece by a flexible tube. This respir- 
ator furnished air which was very 
comfortable to breathe, removing 
practically everything except oxygen 
and nitrogen. Protection for the 
eyes was given by a separate pair of 
rubber sponge goggles similar to those 
which were later incorporated in the 
I'ilO helmet. Thq two parts could 
be used cither together or separately, 
and coulil lie |iiit on in Whatever or- 
der was convenient. 

The German respirator is an im- 
pervious mask enclosing the whole 
face and includes both eyepieces and 
breathing connections. The breath 
passes both ways throiigh a small box 
containing clay, charcoal and potas- 
sium carbonate. The chemical pro- 
tection is sufficient, but the design 
Is faulty. A large proportion of ex 
haled air Is rebreatlied ai eiu li in- 
spiration with consequent disi miifort. 
anil liesidea the line joint nei i ssiiry 
in any form of mask is always lialilc 
to le;il(. esperiiilly whi ii on a person 
with ;i fare at all aiipiilar. Tlie Cer- 
iiiaii respirator wmilil lie i|iiili' s.'it- 
isfai'tory if one only liud to sit quiet 
and breathe, but is both uncomfort- 
able and unsafe if any movement io 
required. 

Snmming It all up. although the 
I Germans started the gas business the 
British bave developed the protection 
to a higher degree, and have moreover 
"ijeen able to at least equal If not ex- 
ceed tbera in offensive gas work.
